A WEALTHY property developer 
and club owner has launched a 
High Court battle against Harlow 
Council, accusing it of racial dis¬ 
crimination and violating his hum¬ 
an rights. 

Mo Ghadami, whose portfolio includes 
a number of properties in Harlow town 
centre, claims he had to close down five 
businesses after being victimised and 
harassed by council officials between the 
late 1980s and 2005. 

According to a writ issued at the High 
Court in London and made publicly avail¬ 
able on Friday, Mr Ghadami’s problems 
began after he won a high-profile court 
battle to overturn the council’s decision to

grant planning consent for the expansion 
of the Harvey Centre back in 2004. 

He alleges that subsequent harassment 
from the council forced him to close five 
businesses - Bar Vegas, Para-dise Lodge, 
pole dancing club PoleKatz, Mo’s 
Amusement Arcade and minicab firm 
Able Cars. 

He further claims the council broke the 
terms of a legally binding agreement 
drawn up in December 2001 which pre¬ 
cluded him from dealing with anyone 
other than the authority’s chief executive. 
According to the writ, the deal was 


signed after the businessman 
accused a council official of 
disclosing personal infor¬ 
mation to lawyers acting 
on behalf of an insurance 
company looking into 
two burglaries at Mo’s 
Amusement Arcade in 
2000 and 2001, resulting 
in the insurers refusing to 
pay a claim of £250,000. 

The council argues the 
agreement is no longer valid, but 
Mr Ghadami is now seeking a declaration 
that the deal remains binding. He is also 
seeking damages for the breach of the

agreement as well as 
misfeasance [the improper 
performance of a lawful 
act] and malfeasance [a 
wrongful or illegal act, 
especially hy a public 
official], racial 
discrimination, breach of 
his human rights and 
negligent misstatement. 
Speaking to the Star this 
week, a defiant Mr 
Ghadami said: “I have 
given Harlow Council so 
many opportunities to sit 
down and talk to me about 
my grievances with the way 
I have been treated over the 
years, but no-one has had 
the good grace to take me 
up on my offer. 

“It would seem the council 
hoped I would go away and 
leave them in peace. I now 
feel I have been left with 
no alternative but to launch 
legal proceedings. 

“It may seem like a fairly 
drastic course of action but 
they only have themselves 
to blame. You only have to 
look at the way the town is 
being mismanaged to 
understand the sort of 
people they are.” 

A spokesman for the 
council said it would 
“vigorously defend itself” 
against the action but 
declined to comment 
further.

Referee abandons cup final after punch-up on the pitch 


SPECTATORS watched in horror as a foot¬ 
ball match between two Harlow sides 
descended into an ugly punch-up on Sunday. 

The League Cup Final between Parsloe 
Athletic and Sapphire FC had to be aban¬ 
doned after an on-pitch brawl erupted late in 
the second half. 

The match was being played at Bishop’s 
Stortford FC. 

It is understood that a number of fans 
invaded the pitch to join in the fracas, which 
resulted in two players being seriously 


injured. 

Both teams now face the possibility of 
being fined by the Essex FA, while the 
Harlow and District Football League is cur¬ 
rently conducting its own investigation into 
the incident. 

Police were called to the ground at 
4.30pm but no-one was arrested. 

One disgusted spectator, who had taken 
his young son to watch the game, told the 
Star: “We had taken the kids there after our 
own cup final. We didn’t expect it to turn 


into a huge punch-up. 

“It was not a pretty sight and really quite 
frightening.” 

HDFL chairman Paul Groves described 
the incident as “disgraceful”. 

“It’s a real shame to end the season with 
such a display of disrespect and violence,” 
he said. “I can assure the footballing com¬ 
munity that the Harlow and District Football 
League is carrying out its own investigation 
of the incident, while the Essex FA has 
charged a number of players and both clubs 


in relation to the incidents.” 

He added: “This season we have held 10 
cup finals, over 400 league matches and over 
50 cup games in which we have had no dis¬ 
order of this level. This was a very disap¬ 
pointing and distressing incident for all pres¬ 
ent on Sunday. 

“We have some 1,500 members playing 
on Sunday mornings who do so in a manner 
that you would expect them to do so and 
without the need to behave in such an 
appalling way.” 


Lottery cash to fund 
town history project 



Restored memorial 
to the 'fallen forty' 


A RESTORED memorial 
displaying the names of 40 
soldiers who lost their 
lives in the First World 
War has been rededicated 
in a moving ceremony in 
Old Harlow. 

The stone tablet in Park 
Hill was first 
commissioned by the 
Mulberry Tree Lodge of the 
Oddfellows Friendly 
Society in 1918 to 
commemorate the sacrifice 
of 40 members who were 
killed during the 1914-18 
conflict. 

More than 90 years later, 
current members of The 
Loyal Ware Lodge - which 
now incorporates The 
Mulberry Tree Lodge - 
agreed to have the 
memorial restored after it 


had deteriorated to such 
an extent that only a few 
names could be read. 
Secretary Alan Hillier said: 
"We decided that to 
coincide with the 
restoration of the 
memorial we would also 
have a rededication 
ceremony. 

"We even tried to find 
relatives of the people 
mentioned on the plaque 
as they all would have 
come from Harlow and its 
surrounding areas. 
However, we weren't very 
successful." 

He added: "We still had 
over 50 people come to 
the ceremony though and 
it turned out to be a really 
nice, moving occasion. We 
were very pleased." 


A PERFORMING arts 
charity based in Harlow 
has been given a £25,000 
grant to bring the story of 
the town’s history to the 
stage. 

Razed Roof, an inclusive 
drama group for people with 
and without disabilities and 
learning difficulties, received 
the money from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund’s Young Roots 
programme, set up to finance 
young people’s heritage proj¬ 
ects. 

The InForm project will see 
the group, which is based at 
The Playhouse, working with 
researchers to build a picture of 
how Harlow grew from modest 
beginnings to become a sprawl¬ 
ing new town in the years fol¬ 
lowing the Second World War. 

According to artistic director 
Annette Lidster, the idea for 
the show was developed as 
group members recalled their 
youth. 

“It is a fascinating new ven¬ 
ture for us,” she said. “We hope 
to have lots of fun in 
unearthing some of the treas¬ 
ures and possibly secrets of 
Harlow and will share our dis¬ 
coveries using a range of per¬ 
formance skills to enable all 
members of the group to make 
a really positive contribution.” 

The main focus of the pro-

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duction will be the impact of 
the town’s development on 
older residents, with the 
youngsters acting out first¬ 
hand accounts of moving to the 
area in the post-war years. 

Robyn Llewellyn, head of 
Heritage Lottery Fund East of 
England, said: “This project is 
a great example of what Young 
Roots grants are all about. 

“Young people will be 
involved in making the project 
happen and have the chance to 
engage meaningfully with their 
local surroundings and neigh¬ 
bours.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
congratulated the group on 
securing their grant. 

“Razed Roof is one of the 
most incredible groups from in 
and around Harlow and I have 
been privileged to watch many 
of their activities on a number 
of occasions,” he said. 

“I hope that this grant 
enables them to do even more 
good work as they are so vital 
to the community and I wish 
them every possible success. 

“I would also like to thank 
the Heritage Lottery Fund for 
realising this group’s need for 
support.”

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A DRAMA group which has provided 
support to hundreds of youngsters has 
made a desperate plea for financial 
support to stop it from closing.

“I am very proud of everything we 
have achieved so far and only hope that we 
can sustain it for the future.

'Pumpkin Man' Brian dies at the age of 77 


COMMITTED charity worker Brian 
Vernon, who raised thousands of 
pounds for worthy causes, has died at 
the age of 77. 

Mr Vernon, of Potter Street, Harlow, 
passed away last Wednesday after 
battling stomach cancer. 

A long-time fundraiser for St Clare 
Hospice and Quest for Cancer, he spent 
the last few days of his life being 
cared for by staff at the hospice in 
Hastingwood. 

He was known throughout the town for 
his wacky fundraising stunts which 
included dyeing his hair red and 
wearing it in a Mohican style, walking 
on hot coals and parachuting out of an 


aeroplane. 

A prizewinning horticulturalist, he was 
also widely known as the 'Pumpkin 
Man' for his knack of being able to 
grow the vegetable to competition 
sizes. 

When not doing his charity work, he 
was happiest working on his allotment. 
A regular judge at shows and open 
garden competitions, he was secretary 
of the southern region of the national 
Vegetable Society up until his death. 
Born in Hull, Mr Vernon moved to 
Harlow in the early 1960s and soon 
became heavily involved with the 
town's football community, playing for 
Rectory Rovers and Great Parndon FC. 


He continued his involvement with the 
game as a referee and also held posts 
in the Harlow Recreational, Harlow 
District and Bishop's Stortford 
leagues. 

He is survived by his companion Rita, 
children Hazel, Ian and Diane and his 
grandchildren. 

His funeral will take place next 
Wednesday (May 25) at Parndon Wood 
Crematorium at 2pm, with a 
procession starting from Wright's 
Court, Potter Street (opposite the Red 
Lion) at 1.30pm. 

His family has asked for donations in 
his memory to be made to St Clare 
Hospice. 


Charity's anger over 
'unfai r' rent demand 


THE trustees of a Harlow chari¬ 
ty which closed when its funding 
was axed have been threatened 
with legal action by Harlow 
Council over disputed rent dem¬ 
ands. 

The Cornerstone Trust, which pro¬ 
vided formal advocacy and training 
courses for people with learning diffi¬ 
culties, was forced to vacate its head¬ 
quarters in The Stow in March after its 
funding dried up. 

But the three trustees have since 
been billed for a further five months 
of rent and associated service charges, 
with the council threatening to take 
them to court if they refuse to pay up 

The authority insists the charity

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signed a new lease on the council- 
owned building tying them to the 
premises until September this year, 
but this week one of the trustees, John 
Lowry, told the Star that no formal 
deal had ever been agreed. 

“These demands for payment are 
completely unfair,” he said. “We never 
actually signed a new lease with the 
council and believed we were on a 
monthly rolling contract. 

“We gave them ample notice that 
we were being forced to close and 
have even offered to pay a further 
month’s rent and service charges on 


the building, but the council don’t 
seem willing to compromise.” 

He added: “Cornerstone provided 
so much help and support to vulnera¬ 
ble members of the Harlow communi¬ 
ty, but because our funding dried up 
we were sadly unable to afford to keep 
the charity going. 

“For the council to now pursue us 
aggressively for money we don’t even 
believe we owe is disappointing to say 
the least.” 

It is the second time the charity has 
locked horns with the council over 
rent. In September last year it criti¬ 
cised the authority for raising its lease 
demands and demanding back-dated 
rent, although both parties eventually 


reached a compromise. 

This week Simon Carter, chairman 
of the council’s resources policy work¬ 
ing party, said negotiations were ongo¬ 
ing and the authority was confident an 
“acceptable” agreement would be 
reached soon. 

“We consider ourselves to be fair 
and equitable landlord in the way we 
treat charities and we appreciate that 
small organisations and charities 
sometimes find themselves in diffi¬ 
culties,” he added. 

“As Mr Lowry is aware, negotia¬ 
tions between the council and the 
charity’s solicitors are taking place 
and it would be inappropriate to com¬ 
ment further.”

Town centre library to close on two 
days a week as spending cuts bite 


HARLOW’S libraries may 
have been spared the axe but 
all five will have their open¬ 
ing hours slashed from the 
beginning of July as part of 
a cost-cutting drive by Essex 
County Council. 

Although facilities in the 
town centre, Old Harlow, 
Great Parndon, Tye Green 
and Mark Hall will stay 
open, the total opening 
hours will be reduced by 34 
hours a week. 

The central library in The 
High, which is currently 
open seven days week, has 
been earmarked for biggest 


reduction of 13 hours which 
means it will now be closed 
on both Wednesdays and 
Sundays. 

The hours for the library 
at Mark Hall have been cut 
by 11, at Tye Green by five, 
Old Harlow by three and 
Great Parndon by two. 

The revised opening 
hours, full details of which 
can be picked up from the 
libraries or viewed online on 
the Essex County Council 
website, reflect the results of 
a countywide consultation 
to which more than 27,000 
people responded. 


County councillor Jere¬ 
my Lucas, cabinet member 
for environment and culture, 
said he was pleased the 
authority had been able to 
“honour the will” of those 
who took part. 

He added: “We are still 
keen to work with other 
public sector organisations 
or community groups who 
may have suggestions for 
funding or in-kind support 
which may enable us to keep 
libraries open for longer and 
will continue to welcome 
any suggestions of this 
type.”

Dance group to perform at Leisurezone 


THE former leader of Essex 
County Council accused of fid¬ 
dling his Parliamentary expen¬ 
ses was on a plane to India 
when he claimed for overnight 
accommodation in London, a 
court heard this week. 

Lord Hanningfield, who faces six 
charges of false accounting, made 
false claims for accommodation 
expenses incurred after performing 
his duties in the House of Lords 
between March 2006 and April 
2009, Chelmsford Crown Court 
was told on Monday. 

Prosecutor Clare Montgomery 
said the Conservative peer, who 
denies all the charges, would claim 
for hotel costs but travel back to his 
home near Chelmsford. 

She told the court: “We will call 
evidence to establish that each one 
of Lord Hanningfield’s claims for 
night subsistence was false. 

“He never stayed overnight in 
London at any stage during the 
period in the charges. On the vast 
majority of nights he went home. 

“On the few occasions he did 
not, he was not in London. He was 
variously on an airplane bound for 
India or at hotels outside London, 
all paid for by someone else, main¬ 
ly Essex County Council.” 

Miss Montgomery suggested 


that, on some occasions the peer, 
who is being tried under his real 
name of Paul White, would make 
false claims for travelling expenses 
to mask dishonest claims for 
overnight subsistence. 

She told jurors: “You will need to 
consider whether the false travel 
claims were deliberately designed 
by Lord Hanningfield to hide the 
fact that he returned home every 
night, normally by car.” 

On Tuesday the court heard the 
defendant had told detectives the 
allegations against him were an 
attempt by Colchester MP Bob 
Russell to “discredit him” follow¬ 
ing a row over planned school clo¬ 
sures. 

He told detectives that he and the 
Liberal Democrat MP had also 
argued over proposals to turn one 
Colchester school into an academy. 

In a statement to police he said: 
“I have never knowingly made a 
representation which is untrue in 
terms of allowances and never have 
I made gain for myself. I do not 
believe that I have made any false 
claims within the allowance 
scheme.” 

The trial continues.

F OLLOWING the river of pink 
flowing into Harlow Town 
Park, it didn't take long to 
locate the start of the Cancer 
Research UK Race for Life.

Weather 
conditions were optimal - not 
too hot, not too cold - and as 
the 10k runners were helped on 
our way by the deafening cheers 
from our equally pinked-up 
supporters, any doubts about 
completing the course were 
replaced with resolve. 

At every painful corner we were 
heartened by people sitting 
outside their homes shouting out 
their support, while at every 


agonising hill (who knew there 
were so many in Harlow?) the 
emotive messages written on 
pink T-shirted backs reminded us 
of why we were there and helped 
to push us on. 

Finally, I spotted the wonderful 
sight of the finish line and 
became attuned to the 
thunderous applause of the 
crowds once more. With a final 
burst it was all over - in one 
hour exactly - and I was left 
feeling elated to have played my 
part in this celebration of life. 

For ultimately the Race for Life 
is a celebration. A celebration of 
those whose lives were cut short 
by cancer, a celebration for the 
survivors and a celebration of 
the research progress that is 
helping more and more to beat 
the disease. 

And one day, with the continued 
help of everyone who supports 
events like the Race for Life, it 
will hopefully be a celebration of 
the treatment that will make 
everyone a winner.

Is gunner Ted's 
photo a view of 
the new town?

T HIS week we’re flying high after 
receiving this aerial photograph of 
what is believed to be Harlow New 
Town in the early 1950s. 

The picture was sent in by Simon Blackwell from 
Sussex and is one of many taken by his father, 
Ted Blackwell, while carrying out his national 
service in the RAF. 

Simon, whose father passed away 10 years ago at 
the age of 68, said he has spent the past two 
years trying to identity the photographs. After a 
lot of enquiries, he thinks he has finally traced 
them back to Harlow. 

Simon explained: “Though Dad had just written 
‘North London housing estate’ on the back of the 
picture, I am confident from modem Google 
images that that the photographs are of Ladyshot 
and Momples Road when the area was being 
built. 

“I believe the area being developed in the 
foreground to be a school or college now. The 
other open area behind the flats and houses 
bordered by trees appear to be what is now 
playing fields.” 

Ted, who was aged 20 at the time, had been a 
flight sergeant during his national service and 
was trained as a gunner in the air turret. 

“He wasn’t a photographer,” said Simon, “but I 
think they told Dad to take photographs as he 
obviously didn’t need to be shooting his machine 
gun at that post-war time. 

“According to his log book the photo was taken 
on the afternoon of June 10, 1953 from an Avro

This is recognised 
shorthand terminology for what has been 
the dominant economic theory and 


practice in most countries since the 
Reagan/Thatcher era and, therefore, is 
exactly what I wrote - the current 
economic orthodoxy. It has been the basis 
of the International Monetary Fund and 
World Bank policies with respect to aid 
for developing countries. 

Essentially, the theory is that governments 
should interfere as little as possible in the 
economy, leaving the market to solve all 
problems and promoting privatisation of 
services. This led to sub-prime 
mortgages, hedge funds, collateralized 
debt obligation and structured investment 
vehicles. 

Under this theory it is not the duty of 
government to regulate banks, or at least 
to do so with a “light touch” as the 
Labour government did until 2007/8, and 
with the full support of the Tories. In fact 
I did criticise this policy at the time. But 
was Gordon Brown responsible for the 
collapse of Bear Stearns, Merrill Lynch, 
Goldman Sachs, Morgan Stanley and all 
the other US financial institutions which 
triggered a global financial crisis? 

As for spending money we do not have, 
does Mr Audritt have, or has he had in the 
past, a mortgage or any other form of 
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borrowing? That is spending money one 
does not have to make possible the 
acquisition of goods one cannot pay for 
out of current assets. 

The country desperately needed 
investment in hospitals, schools, transport 
and many other things needed by a 
modern civilised society. In the current 
economic system, that required 
borrowing. Again, I was critical of some 
of the ways in which this was 
implemented but the need was certainly 
there. 

True, this produces a deficit which has to 
be paid at some time but by historical 
standards it is not specially large. As a 
proportion of GDP it has been larger in 
most years since 1945.1 repeat my 
original point: the rate of reducing the 
deficit is a political decision, not an 
economic one. 

However, there is a more fundamental 
point. Money has no value in itself; it is 
an artificial creation which assists in the 
distribution of real wealth - goods and 
services which contribute to people’s 
wellbeing. It should be the servant of the 
real economy, not its master. 

There is so much more nonsense 
in Mr Audritt’s tirade that it is 
difficult to know what to pick out. 
Most of it bears no relation to 
anything I wrote or implied. 

I will, however, agree with him on 
one point. The UK should stop 
trying to be a world power 
engaging in illegal wars and 
squandering precious resources on 
the means of death and destruction 
such as Trident nuclear weapons.

Money spent on 
census could be 
better used-MP 

HARLOW MP Robert Halfon has 
questioned the need for a national 
census, arguing it is a waste of 
taxpayers’ money. 

The Conservative backbencher was 
among a group of MPs who quizzed 
the UK Statistics Authority on the 
benefits of the census during a 
Commons Public Administration 
Select Committee. 

Speaking afterwards, Mr Halfon said: 
“It is somewhat authoritarian to 
compel every householder in the UK 
to fill it out, to make them divulge 
their personal details and to threaten 
us with fines or even imprisonment if 
they don’t comply,” he said. 

“Moreover it is wrong to make veiled 
threats, as certain adverts did, that if 
the census is not filled out areas of the 
country might not get their public 
spending allocation. This is patently 
not the case.” 

The estimated cost of this year’s 
census is £500m, money which Mr 
Halfon said could have been better 
spent on vital services 
“The Government said this census will 
probably be the last,” he added. “If 
that is the case, why was it necessary 
to have one this time around? 

“I filled in my census because I have 
to obey the law but I felt 
uncomfortable about divulging so 
many details to the machinery of the 
state.” 


Cat hit by pellet

A CAT owner whose pet 
was shot with an air rifle 
is warning other people 
to be vigilant. 

When Pat Allen (54), of 
Tylney Croft, Harlow, found a 
lump on three-year-old Smo- 
key after she had been out of 
sorts for a number of days, 
she thought it was an abscess 
and took her to the vets. 

But during the examination 
the vet found the cause of 
Smokey’s condition was an 
airgun pellet lodged deep in 
her side which had caused a 
nasty infection and required 
immediate surgery. 

Pat, who has lived in the 
same house for 30 years, said: 
“I was shocked; I wouldn’t 
have expected it in this area.” 

Smokey, who needed £175 
worth of treatment to clean 
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APPALLED: Pat Allen with Smokey 
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and drain the wound, is now 
on the road to recovery but Pat 
said she is lucky to still be 
alive. 

“The vet said that the pellet 
had just missed her liver 
which would have killed her,” 
she said. “Had we not discov¬ 
ered the lump until later the 
infection may have spread and 
made her too ill to save.” 

She added: “It is very clear 
from the place of Smokey’s 
injury that she was targeted, 
which is appalling. 

“I wonder how anyone 
could be cruel enough to shoot 
directly at an animal, especial¬ 
ly one that is obviously some¬ 
one’s pet. It makes me wary 
of letting her out now in case 
it happens again.” 

PC Rob Hance, who con¬ 
firmed police were investigat¬ 
ing the incident, said: “Cru¬ 
elty to animals is not accept¬ 
able and if this cat was shot 
with an air rifle then the per¬ 
son responsible has commit¬ 
ted a cruel and heartless act. 

“If anyone has any informa¬ 
tion about this incident then I 
would ask them to contact us. 
Neighbourhood policing offi¬ 
cers will also be patrolling the 
area, so if you know anything 
about this please approach 
them.”

Cash-strapped 
council saves 
£246,000 in 
energy costs 

GREEN technology has 
helped Harlow Council save 
almost a quarter of a million 
pounds - £246,000 - on its 
energy bills during the past 12 
months 

The council has been working 
closely with The Carbon Trust 
to reduce energy consumption 
at the Civic Centre by nine per 
cent - the equivalent of the 
amount needed to make 13 
million cups of tea. 

This has included the 
installation of voltage 
optimisation boxes and ‘smart’ 
air handling units, while staff 
have been encouraged to 
minimise the use of air 
conditioning and adapt their 
driving techniques to save on 
fuel. 

The council is now aiming to 
build on its achievement by 
reducing its carbon dioxide 
emissions by 25 per cent over 
the next five years and rolling 
out the installation of energy¬ 
saving equipment to The 
Playhouse theatre and Latton 
Bush Centre. 

Tony Hall, chairman of the 
council’s environment policy 
working group, said: “The 
progress we have made is 
encouraging. The equipment 
we have installed is 
working well and the staff 
have made a big effort to help 
reduce energy use. 

“We’ve got a big challenge 
ahead to reduce our energy 
use even more sharply, but 
working together with The 
Carbon Trust I’m confident 
we’re heading in the right 
direction.”

Players shine in a life or death dilemma

Whose Life is It Anyway? 

Moot House Players, Moot Hall 


EVEN more relevant now than 
when it was first performed, 
Moot House Players’ latest 
production had audience 
members debating furiously 
during the interval. 

Whose Life Is It Anyway? asks 
tough questions and offers no 
easy answers. Who should 
decide if a life is worth living - 
the medical experts who are 
committed to preserving life at 
all cost, or the paralysed patient 
who looks to the future with 
dread? 

Is a wish to die a symptom of 
insanity as Dr Emerson 


believes, or a rational choice as 
Claire Harrison maintains? And 
what about the finances? She 
is, after all, occupying a costly 
critical care bed. 

An accident has left Claire 
paralysed from the neck down. 
Claire Quley captured the 
bitterness of an intelligent, witty 
woman who is determined to 
hold on to her anger, the only 
thing in her life she can control. 
Brian Clark, who was for a 
number of years a member of 
Moot House Players, wrote the 
play for television in 1972. Since 
then it has been an award¬ 
winning stage play and a 
successful film. MHP are the 
first amateur drama group to 
present this updated version of 
the work, and they made the 


most of the opportunity with a 
production that crackled with 
tension. 

The moral dilemmas of the play 
are all the more real because 
the characters are rounded and 
believable. Ros Barron’s Sister 
Anderson is efficient and 
dutiful, but understanding and 
affection lie beneath her 
uniform. Dr Emerson, played 
by Michael Rees, cracks bad- 
taste jokes with his patient and 
respects her intellect even while 
he opposes her wishes. 

As well as some black hospital 
humour there is also a hint of 
hospital romance provided by 
the orderly, John (Matthew 
Truman), and trainee nurse Kay 
(Kerry Rowland). 

Can life be a fate worse than 


death? In her summing up the 
judge, played by Jenny 
Southwell, quotes recent real- 
life cases before giving her 
decision. 

Judging by the conversations 
overheard during the interval, 
these cases evoke strong 
feelings. When Claire asks for 
“the same compassion that 
would be used to put an 
injured animal out of its 
misery”, it’s impossible not to 
be moved. 

This is a compassionate play. 
The characters, although 
flawed, struggle to do the right 
thing. No easy answers indeed, 
but some fine performances 
and an outstanding script made 
this a memorable production.

JOHNNY Depp’s impressive 
resume is littered with oddball 
roles, from the heartbreaking lead 
in Edward Scissorhands and 
iconic B-movie director Ed Wood 
to a creepily childlike Willy 
Wonka and the maddest Hatter 
ever to grace Alice's Wonderland. 
Yet of all these eye-catching roles, he 
is probably best known as salty 
seadog Jack Sparrow in the Pirates 
Of The Caribbean films. 

Certainly, it was the first role to earn 
him a long overdue Oscar 
nomination as Best Actor. 

Orlando Bloom and Keira Knightley 
may have sailed off into the sunset for 
this fourth instalment but Depp hoists 
the mainsail once again as the most 
fey and quixotic pirate to sail the 
seven seas, embarking on an action- 
packed adventure directed by Rob 
Marshall. 

Alas, if the third chapter of the series 
- At World"s End - was a water¬ 
logged bore, On Stranger Tides is 
moored in similar shallows, almost 
capsizing during an uneventful 
middle section that should have been 
edited judiciously to take the running 
time below two hours. 

The introduction of 3D, purely for 
financial rather than any obvious 
artistic reasons, doesn’t help the film 
either, making scenes seem darker, 
including a night-time attack on the 
pirates by a school of mermaids that 
is a whirl of digitally rendered gloom. 
This time around Jack (Depp) joins 
forces with Barbossa (Geoffrey Rush) 
to locate the Fountain Of Youth, one 
of the world’s last undiscovered 
treasures. 

The quest becomes infinitely more 
perilous when Jack is forced aboard 
the Queen Anne’s Revenge captained 
by legendary pirate Blackbeard (Ian 
McShane), who is also seeking the 
Fountain with the aid of his sexy 
daughter Angelica (Penelope Cruz). 
Using all of his guile, Jack must 
somehow outwit Blackbeard and 


Angelica and reach the fountain 
before his rivals. 

En route, he crosses paths with 
rotund King George II (Richard 
Griffiths) and a hunky priest (Sam 
Claflin) whose attraction to one of the 
mermaids (Astrid Berges-Frisbey) 
tests his faith. 

Pirates Of The Caribbean: On 
Stranger Tides starts off so 
promisingly with a fast-paced 


extended sequence in London, which 
sees Jack escaping from the king”s 
men by riding on the roofs of moving 
horse-drawn carriages. 

But once the film takes to the water, 
the plot springs leaks while 
simmering screen chemistry between 
Cruz and Depp surprisingly never 
catches light. Indeed, there are more 
sparks between Claflin and his fishy 
femme. 


McShane is a woefully ineffectual 
villain while Rush seems to be 
daydreaming of happier times on The 
King’s Speech. 

Depp is still funny and he delivers the 
droll one-liners with typical fervour 
but even his considerable talent 
cannot keep an entire blockbuster 
afloat and the film runs aground 
courtesy of Marshall’s plodding 
direction and a lifeless script.

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SLK - the next generation

W ITH BMW and 
Mercedes, buyers 
seeking a compact, 
premium-level roadster 
have been well catered for 
in recent years. 

The latter has historically 
approached the market from 
the comfort end of the scale, 
with BMW only recently 
choosing to tone down a 
previously more overtly 
sporting proposition. 

The SLK has done a sterling job 
for Mercedes. When it first 
launched in 1996 the car 
debuted a folding metal roof, 
offering owners the best of both 
worlds - tin-top refinement and 
security when you wanted it 
and open air convenience when 
it took your fancy. 

By the second generation the 
car boasted sharper handling to 
please those seeking a sportier 
premium compact roadster 
experience. Now, with its third 
generation SLK, Mercedes has 
further refined the driving 
experience and added a few 
welcome extra bits of 
technology. 

Style-wise, the car offers buyers 
two choices. The basic SLK 
shape remains intact, albeit a 
little sharper and better defined 
than previously. Opting for the 
‘Sport’ model results in the 
addition of a tastefully subtle 
but visually appealing AMG-

Even in the world of sports 
cars it’s hard to escape talk of 
cutting fuel consumption and 
emissions. With the inclusion 
of an improved engine range, 
this SLK follows other recent 
Mercedes products in 
delivering greater savings but, 
impressively, not at the expense 
of outright performance. 

The SLK line-up consists of a 
turbo four-cylinder in 184 and 
204 horsepower guise in SLK 
200 and 250 trim respectively. 
There’s also a six-cylinder unit 
boasting 306 horsepower. Four- 
pot models come with a six- 
speed manual gearbox as 
standard with the 350 getting a 
seven-speed auto, optional on 
the other cars. 

For those watching their 
pennies, the SLK 200 returns an 


impressive 43.5mpg in auto 
trim (41.5mpg manual) and CO 2 
emissions are 151 and 158g/km 
respectively. The 250 variant 
isn’t far behind, while the 350 
ducks under 40mpg and posts a 
creditable 167g/km CO 2 figure. 
There’s even and an engine 
stop-start function for good 
measure plus an eco driving 
mode that softens the throttle 
and auto gearbox response. 

As you can see, there’s no 
longer a downside to 
downsizing. And on the road 
the 200 is a keen and willing 
companion. Even in non-Sport 
guise the car feels poised on 
challenging, twisty roads. The 
manual gearshift is slick and 
accurate, while the car’s 
steering is direct and weights 
up in a predictable manner. 
Sport models take this a step 
further, but thankfully there’s 
no real compromise in ride 


quality You can switch between 
suspension and (where fitted) 
auto gearbox modes and the 
car’s tuned ride and 18-inch 
AMG wheels help, not hinder, 
the experience. 

With each step up in engine 
output the experience takes 
another positive leap forward, 
with the 350 predictably 
offering the most thrills. 
However, in a testament to the 
rounded nature of the 200, it’s a 
car-engine combination you 
dismiss at your peril. 

No modern Mercedes would be 
complete without a raft of 
safety kit and this third-gen 
SLK doesn’ disappoint. 
Inheriting technology from 
more expensive cars such as 
the S-Class and CLS, the usual 
stability control systems have 
been enhanced with the 
(sometimes optional) inclusion 
of auto braking, lane departure 


warning, speed road sign 
detection and auto dipping 
headlights. 

On the fun side there’s a new 
infotainment system offering 
internet access, an active wind 
deflector plus changes to the 
car’s trademark folding metal 
roof. The basic version 
remains, offering coupe-like 
refinement and security when 
raised. There’s now the option 
of a glass panoramic roof plus 
a new ‘Magic Sky Control’ 
branded alternative. Fancy 
name aside, occupants can 
switch electronically between a 
light and dark mode, thanks to 
the clever technology in the 
glass. 

There’s little doubt that, with 
this third-generation SLK, 
Mercedes has hit the sweet spot 
when it comes to compact, 
premium convertibles. The 
car’sstyling strikes the right 
balance between elegance and a 
hint of performance, while 
mechanically it’s economical, 
enjoyable and refined in equal 
measure. 

Factor in the improved safety 
and comfort technology - not 
forgetting the car’s trademark 
roof - and it’s likely that 
prospective customers will need 
little persuasion to sign on the 
dotted line. 

But if that isn’t enough for 
some, the promise of a diesel 
version just around the corner 
should open up the market to a 
whole new buyer profile.

Sprinter Sam targets Great Britain medal

SPRINTER Sam Watts is 
already eyeing a medal at 
the European Junior 
Championships in Estonia 
this summer - after break¬ 
ing through the Great 
Britain 100m qualifying 
time at the Essex County 
Championships last week¬ 
end. 

The Harlow-born 19-year-old 
qualified for the 

Championships in Tallinn with 
a blistering, winning time of 
10.52 seconds in the U-20 
100m at Chelmsford on 
Saturday - and this distance is 
not even his preferred event! 

The former Leventhorpe School 
student also won Sunday’s 200m 
final at Chelmsford. 

Considering the season barely 
started a month ago, he is clearly in 
hot form. 

Looking ahead to Tallinn on July 
21 - when he expects to compete in 
both the 100m and 200m - he 
beamed: “I definitely want a medal. 
I would like to win. If everything 
goes right. I want to be first in 
Europe.” 

He is now preparing to face the 
cream of British athletics when he 
competes in the Loughborough 
International meeting this weekend. 

He is set to race alongside GB 
stars Marlon Devonish, Mark 
Lewis-Francis and Craig Pickering. 

Watts was told by UKA (UK

Athletics) chiefs on Monday that he 
will race in the 200m and the 
4x100m relay this weekend. 

Watts raced in this meeting last 
year when he was fifth in the 200m 
in a time of 21.35s, just behind 
Great Britain sprinters Lewis- 


Francis and Leon Baptiste. 

He hopes to crack the 200m Euro 
Champs’ qualifying time (21.25 
seconds) at Loughborough. “I 
already ran that time last year,” he 
said. “But I have to do it this year.” 

“I want to run under 21 seconds. 


I am capable of it. I would have had 
the 200m qualifying time but the 
wind has been in my face in every 
race [slowing him down]. The 100 
has not,” said Watts. 

The Woodford Green with 
Essex Ladies Athletic Club star 
believes the training he has put in 
at the 60m distance on indoor 
tracks over the winter has paid 
dividends with his 100m run¬ 
ning. “We have changed blocks. I 
am coming out [the blocks] 
quicker, with big powerful steps. I 
don’t feel like I’m going fast but 
I’ve lengthened my stride,” he said. 

At Loughborough he will be in 
the Great Britain junior team which 
will compete against the GB senior 
team, as well as senior teams from 
England, Scotland and Wales. “I 
will be racing men [not juniors] 
basically,” he added. 

Despite some blustery conditions 
Watts completed a sprint win dou¬ 
ble in the U-20 age group at 
Chelmsford with some scintillating 
runs last weekend. 

He won his 100m heat on 
Saturday in a personal best of 
10.62s and later in the final 
improved again, impressively win¬ 
ning with another best of 10.52s, 
beating the Euro Junior Champs’ 
qualifying time. 

A club spokesman said: “That is 
the fastest time by a junior athlete 
in the UK this season, and well 
inside the qualifying mark of 
10.60s for this season’s European 
Junior Championships.” 

The following day, Watts 
returned for the 200m and despite a 
strong headwind on the bend com¬ 
fortably won the title in 21.64s.

Daniel Yaxley (18), a Harlow College 
student, just missed out on third place in 
the last five metres to finish 4th in a 


time of 1:58.2 in the U-20 800m. 

Tyler Bown (16), a Mark Hall School 
student, came 4th in the U-17 boys 
400m in 54.21s. 

Rosie Poole, (11) a Stewards School 
student, and Mark Hall’s Jodi Ratcliff 
(12) both qualified for the U-13 girls 
800m final in 2:38.4 and 2:44 respec¬ 
tively.
